and subway are readily accessible to facility residents. 


PYRAMID HOUSE was founded on the ideology that reci- 
divism can be significantly reduced by placing ex-offenders 
in a program of planned positive goal attainment. With a 
“family type” atmosphere, the ex-offender can develop a 
sense of being part of a community, renewing family ties 
and building an economic base.
